In effect, the statement served 
notice of the Communists' intention

In effect, the statement served 
notice of the Communists' intention

In effect, the statement served 
notice of the Communists' intention

and the United States — and called 
upon European Communists to de- 
fend the "national sovereignly of 
their peoples against U. S. aggres- 
sion."

It was declared dis- 
solved four years ago, in the mid- 
dle of the war.

The manifesto rallied Commun- 
ists of tne nine nation for an all- 
out fight against the Marshall Plan 
and wnaf.it described as United 
States imperialism.

In effect, the statement served 
notice of the Communists' intention 
to wreck, if possible, the Marshall

It proclaimed that the 
world had been /divided into two 
camps—led by the 
Soviet Union 


and the United States — and called 
upon European Communists to de- 
fend the "national sovereignly of 
their peoples against U. S. aggres- 
sion."
